During the morning session Thurs- 
t day. representatives of the 
police 
j and fire departments and other em- 
j pioves on a monthly salary offered 
to donate two days pay each month 
to the city. It was felt by some of 
the councilmen that this plan would 
i lead to complications and it was 
decided unanimously to draft an o r­ 
dinance calling for the reduction. 
After considerable discussion, pro 
and con. Councilman 
Clayton 
H 
Reeves offered a motion cutting th« 
salaries of all employes on a month­ 
ly salary above $100.00 a month, 10 
percent. Councilman Stanley Treser 
offered an amendment calling for 
a cut of 10 per cent on the salary 
of every employe of the city. 
Councilman Louis Genkinger of­ 
fered a second to the motion. A 
vote was taken and it proved unan­ 
imous. If then was stated that the 
salary paid to all 
city 
employes 
amounted to about $300.000 and the 
$30.000. saving would prove half a 
mill. The cut will not be effective 
until the ordinance is effective which 
will be about February 1. 
The question of wage cutting has 
been seriously considered by Coun­ 
cil and solons-elect since th« prepar­ 
ation of the budget started.

All Of Us !j 
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The Unknown Element 
Lead, Radium, Helium 
Leve, Greed, Fear

It seems a long time ago. I sat 
at a desk and listened to a teacher 
of physics tell about the elements— 
about carbon and tin and iodine 
and gold and radium and tungsten 
and oxygen—and about something 
that he called the Periodic Law. 
There were a lot of those ele­ 
ments, he said. More than 80 of 
them had been found. The world 
was all made of these elements. 
They were the raw material of all 
that was around us, in the air we 
breathed, in the food we ate, in the 
trees that shaded us, in the sun that 
heated us, in our own bodies. 
But' the strongest thing about 
them was that the scientists knew 
about elements that had not even 
been found yet. They know their 
atomic weights, they knew their spe­ 
cific gravity. They knew just where 
those elements fitted into a table, 
into something that was called the 
Periodic Law. 
One of those ele­ 
ments, helium, had been found on 
the sun before it had been found on 
the earth. 
Other elements might 
exist far out in space on Jupiter or 
Aldebaran, and it might be years 
before anyone found them on our 
own little planet. 
A man named Mendeleeff, a Rus­ 
sian, had worked out this Periodic 
Law more than 40 years before, and 
he described some of those elements 
long before they were found. 
He 
was fS marvelous man, that Mende­ 
leeff. and what a teacher told us 
about him and the elements made 
our small heads dizzy and left us a 
little doubtful, too. 
It was a little to much for us to 
believe. . . .

ABOVE AND BELOW 
Until the airplane came along to change things, the rights of land­ 
owners were held to extend from the center of the earth to the end of 
space above. This supposition, with the help of common law, remained 
intact for centuries. 
When aviation became a fact to be contended with by landowners 
and courts, the eternal question “Who owns the air?’’ ceased to be aca­ 
demic. The courts and lawmakers have answered it by requiring air­ 
craft to maintain an altitude of 500 feet above open country and higher 
over cities. 
The ruin of the ancient and honorable theory as to the rights of 
the landowner is completed by the New York Supreme Court decision 
limiting the subsoil rights of landholders. In a dispute involving a sewer 
laid at a depth of 150 feet the court held that “the title of an owner 
will not be extended to a depth below ground beyond which the owner 
may not reasonably make use thereof. 
So the owner of a part and parcel of this small globe finds that 
* he owns less than he thought he did, that his estate is limited in height 
and depth as well as in length and breadth. Though his deed be good 
and indefeasible, there are rights of others above and below him he may 
not legally violate. These new restrictions, however, have not yet be­ 
come tedious or obnoxious. 


WHAT UNCLE SAM WENDS 
In the fiscal year ending June 30, 1929, when the nation was rid­ 
ing the high tide of prosperity, money poured into the national treasury 
in a steady stream. Since then the stream has shrunk so that for the 
present fiscal year the government will collect about 40 per cent less than 
it did in the year referred to. This means about $2,000,000,000 less. 
If the government were a private corporation, it would have de­ 
creased its expenditures accordingly. What has happened is that the 
government** expenses, instead of decreasing, have now in this third 
fiscal year of bad business increased 16 per cent over their total for the 
big prosperity year, with little expectation of any material reduction for 
next year. 
It is plainly up to the government—the president and congress—to 
recognize the situation and act accordingly. A public actively engaged 
in tightening its belt and shortening its rations will have little patience 
with public servants who refuse to do the same thing.

The year was marked 
by 
few 
serious fires for the New Castle Fire 
Department to combat. 
Fire of­ 
ficials cannot point to any single 
blaze in the city or adjoining town­ 
ships that can be called Import­ 
ant. 
The year, unlike 1930, had a re­ 
markable low fire loss. 
The year 
before, in 1930, a low loss dtiring the 
first 10 months was suddenly in­ 
creased by over $100,000 due to the 
disastrous fire at the Blair 
Strip 
Steel Company in October. 
Nineteen thirty-one was quiet for 
the department, and with the ex­ 
ception of a few spectacular home 
blazes, in which families lost con­ 
siderable household belongings. 
Most Spectacular 
Probably the 
most 
spectacular 
blaze which proved fatal was at the 
Dominic Pagley home at Coaltown 
in early August, when Tony Spag- 
nola, Rochester, Pa., was found dead 
in the fire caused by explosion of 
liquid cement. 
Cases of incendiarism have been 
many, and fire officials and the rep­ 
resentatives of the fire investiga­ 
tion division of the State Police 
were running down clues on several 
arson cases. 
The latest case of in­ 
cendiarism was only two weeks ago 
when firemen responded to an Oak 
street home in the early hours of 
morning and found evidence 
of 
kerosene in the interior. 
Arson cases also featured several 
court term calendars and pro^pd of 


great interest to throngs that 
tended the court trials. 
One of the most pitiful fires of 
the year, in which 18 heads of cat­ 
tle were burned alive, took place at 
the Sharek farm near Chewton. The 
barn, together with the cattle and 
a considerable quantity of farm and 
dairy machinery were lost. 
Chief Off Duty 
Earlier in the year Fire 
Chiei 
Lynn was off duty about 
seven 
weeks due to illness. 
During the 
last few weeks in the year Firemen 
Charles S. Mills, Harry G. Mally 
and Lieut. E. Dart were off duty due 
to injuries received while in active 
service. 
The year saw a marked extension 
of the department. Under the head 
of Superintendent of Public Safety 
Reeves, who ended his 
term 
as 
councilman at the close of the year, 
and Fire Chief Lynn, the depart­ 
ment’s efficiency was increased with 
the addition of new fire alarm boxes 
In many parts of the city. 
Reeves and Lynn also 
worked 
hard to fulfill the department’s long 
need of a new fire pumper for the 
second ward station. The result was 
the purchase of a new $6,000 Am­ 
erican LaFranoe truck, which was 
delivered to No. 2 station during 
the latter part of November. 
The present efficiency 
of 
New 
Castle’s paid fire department is a 
far cry from the crude and haphaz­ 
ard methods of.the city’s earliest 
fire-fighting 
organizations. 
The 
alarm system here is one of the most 
efficient to be found in any city of 
similar size in the country, and the 
apparatus is equal to that in use in 
larger cities.

PRESENT DEMAND 
FOR LOWER TAXES 


Declare All City And County 
Employes Salaries Must 
Come Down 


Fehool Teachers Also Must 
Take Cut, Spokesmen 
Declare 


' Representatives of the Real Estate 
board, building and loan associations 
and local property owners met with 
present and incoming municipal of­ 
ficiate Thursday at city hall and 
made a plea that only one ratio be 
applied in assessing property and 
that a reduction be made not only 
in tho number of employes but also 
in th<-lr wages so that taxation can 
be lowered. 
Following the session 
councilmen and oflicials-elect adopt­ 
ed the motion of Councilman Gen- 
kinger which thanked the citizens 
for appearing in council chambers 
and offering advice to the solons. 
The meeting got under way at 2 
p. m and when Mayor William Gil­ 
lespie invited the Real Estate board 
to present its spokesman there were. 
200 citizens in the chambers. Wil­ 
liam Nunn acted as chairman for 
the board and remarked that it was 
the first time he had had the pleas­ 
ure of speaking before one mayor, a 
mayor-elect, four councilmen and 
two counciimen-elect 
On behalf 
of the board he thanked the outgo­ 
ing members, particularly William T. 
Bums, for their service during the 
past several years. 
“We want to welcome the new 
council who have a big responsi­ 
bility and assure you,” said Nunn, 
“that the members of the board are 
at your service, particularly in prop­ 
erty appraisals.” He said the serv­ 
ice would be performed free. “Prop­ 
erty,” he said, “should be assessed 
in a like ratio and with one meas­ 
uring stick; not with a different ra­ 
tio.” By this he meant a different 
ratio should not be used for differ­ 
ent wards. “We hope you will work 
out such a system,” he declared. 
He next told of the burden of per­ 
sons owning or representing real 
estate in the way of taxation. He 
said the burden has grown difficult. 
“Many cannot pay their taxes and 
many properties are not producing 
‘interest, on mortgages,” he declared. 
"The realtor next declared that 
2 ‘while we do not want anyone dis­ 
charged from the city, county or 
School employ that reduction will 
*have to be made. He then intro­ 
duced the chief spokesman of the 
board, Attorney J. Clyde Gilfillan. 
Serious Situation. 
Gilfillan said that “It is a very 
serious situation and one that is 
£ serious to the taxpayer,” after which 
he told council that “you have a 
duty to do, keep the city going and 
also a duty toward the taxpayer, 
and one not heavier than he can 
„hear.” Gilfillan declared the burden 
at the present time is one that is 
difficult to bear. He cited one per­ 
son who paid $13,500 for a property. 
“He paid $7,500 and took out a 
mortgage for $5,000, then was trans­ 
ferred from the city. I am renting 
the property now for $50 a month. 
And I’m afraid,” confided Gilfillan. 
that “it may be $35 or $40 next 
vear.” He then oueried. “What be­ 
comes of that $50? It takes $25 in­ 
terest on the mortgage and $22 on 
taxes. 
There is little left for in­ 
surance and where is there any 
money to pay the real estate com­ 
mission and keep up repairs?” 
■* Gilfillan remarked with the man 
‘'transferred from the city, no money 
coming back, that the property 
gradually is being eaten up. He re­ 
marked there is a year’s interest 
unpaid and half the taxes unpaid 
2‘Shall we pay on the taxes or in­ 
terest but in either case,” he de­ 
clared. “eventually he is going to 
Sose the property.” 
He declared that it takes two- 
thirds of the rent of a second house 
to pay the taxes. 
He suggested that cities should 
be operated the way businessmen 
operate their businesses. 
He de­ 
clared that when times started to 
get bad in 1928 the market went up 
but business stopped. He said the 
business men started to economize, 
and used further economy in 1930 
and more In 1931, 
* “Governments have not realized 
1 his. One-half of the people of the 
city will not earn more than $50 
or $60 a month and many nothing, 
Gilfillan stated, after which he de 
dared that “a worker who earns 
$50 or $60 cannot afford to pay a 
policeman or fireman $150 a month 
“Railroads, mills, retailers and 
other employers are cutting wages. 
How many cuts have been made in 
city hall? 
I see council seriously 
and earnestly considering this. They 
whittle with a penknife but it will 
take more than a penknife to whit­ 
tle this,” Gilfillan said. 
Have To Cat. 
“You have to cut 50 per cent off 
and put yourselves in line with 
busines. 
The stern necessity and 
economic law requires this. 
We 
have to realize and meet the situa­ 
tion accordingly.” 
He maintained 
the city cuts had not been the same 
as In the business world. 
He maintained that the average 
cuts in the business world would be 
one-half. He said other cuts should 
be similar. “If % policeman was get­ 
ting $100 for 1932, he would be (me 
of the most fortunate men in the 
city. He would get a check every 
month and would know there would 
be no further redr.^ons,” he main­ 
tained. 
Corporations have cut from one- 
third to one-half and the employe is 
not assured of a job and he does not 
know what the future is." He said 
that many employers now in this 
city are not able to pay wages when 
salaries are due. 
“So I say,” re­ 
marked Gilfillan. “that the city em- 
nloye who is cut one-third or one- 
half would be among the most for­ 
tunate employes in the city. 
We ask you to reduce the bud­ 
get/ Gilfillan concluded.

The body is made up of a number 
of chemical substances, some of 
which are minerals. 
The nervous 
system contains phosphorus; 
the 
pupil of the eye, sulphur; the blood, 
iron; the bones, calcium; and iodine, 
copper, manganese, aluminum and 
zinc are found in the tissues. All 
these substances are also found in 
food. 
Since the tissues of the body are 
constantly breaking down, these 
minerals and salts are being cast 
out by the body and must be re­ 
placed. 
If they are not, very se­ 
rious consequences are likely to en­ 
sue. 
For instance, some minerals not 
only compose part of the body tis­ 
sues, but they also aid in the per*» 
iormance of certain functions in 
he body. Among these is calcium. 
Yot only is it an inegral part of all 
bony structure, but it also has 
something to do with the contrac­ 
tion of muscles. 
Experiments on 
aigeons show that when their diet 
Is deficient or lacking in calcium, 
he demands of the muscles must 
3e met and the blood attacks the 
aones to obtain calcium. 
Actual 
ides or defects were found in the 
areast bones of such birds. 
A similar mechanism possibly ac­ 
counts for the truth contained in 
uhe old proverb about the expectant 
mother, “For every child, a tooth”. 
The mother must furnish the grow­ 
ing child enough calcium to form 
ah 
its 
bones. If there 
is not. 
enough calcium in .the diet, nature 
obtains it from the mother’s own 
bones; especially the jaw bones and 
the teeth. 
Fortunately, because the demand 
for these minerals and salts con­ 
stituents is so imperative, the food 
we always eat furnishes more than 
enough of them. Calcium, for in­ 
stance, since we have been talking 
about it, is abundant in milk, in 
vegetables and fruit, in eggs, al­ 
monds, and many other products. 
The only absolutely necessary in­ 
organic substance which is not 
evenly distributed in food is iodine 
Iodine is needed by the thyroid 
gland, and if not supplied in the 
food derangements of the functions 
of the thyroid occur. 
Different 
soils and soil waters, however, con­ 
tain varying amounts of iodine. 
Around the seashore there is a high 
percentage. Sea weeds always con­ 
tain a great deal of iodine. In this 
country the Great Lakes region is 
poor in iodine. 
Such c h a n g e s influence the 
amount in products grown in the 
soils. Cape Cod cranberries, for in­ 
stance, have been found to havttan 
abundance of iodine. 
A simple form of goiter is likely 
to occur in iodine poor regions, ft 
consists of an enlargement at the 
gland, due to the formation of new 
cells—an attempt on the part of 
nature to have as many cells em­ 
ployed in getting every bit of avail­ 
able iodine out of the food as is 
possible. 
It has been found that 
such conditions are largely prevent­ 
able by the device of adding an io­ 
dine salt—sodium iodine—to the 
diet. 
The amounts necessary are 
extremely small—three grains of 
sodium iodide for only 10 consecu­ 
tive days, and only twice a year, 
spring and fall,

(International News Service) 
PITTSBURGH, Jan. 1.—An earth­ 
quake, however feeble its effort and 
however remote on the face of the 
globe, apparently cannot escape de­ 
tection in Pittsburgh. 
This was revealed through a study 
of records kept by Professor J. Ham­ 
mond Smith, of the University of 
Pittsburgh, in charge of the seismo- 
logical station located in the base­ 
ment of the Cathedral of Learning. 
An instance of the station’s ef­ 
ficiency was afforded when a long­ 
distance message of a shock in Che 
Coral Sea came in on October 3. 
while, earlier, on September 30, the 
instrument picked up a disturbance 
in the neighbor-state of Ohio. Both 
were minor quakes, the one in Ohio 
bringing no real peril to the town 
of Anna near where it occurred 
The tiny ray of light that pen­ 
cils the seismograph story of these 
shocks has recorded only one ma­ 
jor disaster since the apparatus was 
installed on March 10. 
Among its 
records, which have been compli­ 
mented by the Washington Bureau 
of U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey.; 
for completeness and accuracy, is to 
be found the black chapter of the 
Nicaraguan shock.

Crashes Fewer But More 
Carelessness Is Shown; 
File ’31 Report 


Fate helped to sheer down the 
number of auto-train crashes on the 
Pennsylvania railroad’s Erie & Ash­ 
tabula division during the 12 months 
of 1931 even though 
automobile 
drivers were inclined to show more 
. carelessness than ever. 
T hat significant fact was borne 
out in the annual crossing accident 
report of District Claim Agent Frank 
S. Patterson, announced at the divi­ 
sional office today. 
There were a total oi 29 smashups j 
on the crossings of the E. & A. div­ 
ision during the past year, 
1931, 
< ompared with the 1930 total of 33, 
In 1930 exactly 12 of the 33 struck 
the trains while 19 of the 29 wreck­ 
ed in the same manner during 1931, 
lie report ~e veals. 
Sees Carelessness 
Speaking of this 
report. 
Claim 
Agent Patterson chose to comment 
but briefly. This shows nothing more 
ihan a greater carelessness on the 
part of motorists and an increased 
care of trainmen, he said. 
The jurisdiction of Mr. Patterson 
as claim agent covers territory out­ 
ride the E & A., but he was only re- 
iiorting today for the E. & A. acci­ 
dents. 
Ten of the 1931 total of 29 were 
hit directly by locomotives 
while 
making a crossing. 
While six persons lost their lives 
in four crossing accidents in 1930, a 
loll of three fatalities added a sad­ 
dened note to the 1931 record. These 
occurred in two different crashes, 
one at a Sharon main-street crossing 
and the other at East Orwell, O.

HARRISBURG, Jan. 1.—A sur­ 
plus of $19,000,000 in the state trea­ 
sury at the end of the biennium, 
May 31, 1933, instead of the deficit 
forecast by Gov. Gifford Pinchot, 
was predicted by General Edward 
Martin, state treasurer, in a state­ 
ment made public today. 
Promise of the surplus came in 
direct contrast to the statement 
made several weeks ago by Dr. Clyde 
L. King, secretary of revenue, who 
declared that the state faced a de­ 
ficit of from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000 
at the end of the current biennium. 
Martin announced that the money 
received by his department since 
June 1 exceeded the anticipated 
revenues for the period by $2,846,- 
688. 
Will Have Sorplus 
“If this rate continues,” the state 
treasurer said, “we will have a sur­ 
plus above actual appropriation lia­ 
bilities of more than ten million dol­ 
lars at the end of the biennium. 
This does not include almost $10,- 
000,000 which will be received from 
the Delaware river bridge, or savings 
in governmental operations which 
should be made during the present 
biennium in conformity with pres­ 
ent conditions.” 
The treasury balance at the close 
of business yesterday was $70,205,- 
162. 
During the special session of the 
general assembly Oovernor Pinchot 
said that the state was confronted 
with a deficit at the end of the 
biennium, asserting that appropria­ 
tion legislation enacted by the leg­ 
islature without any provisions for 
additional revenues would mean that 
the state would have $50,000,000 less 
to spend during the next biennium 
than during the present one.

HARRISBÜRRG. Jan. 1.-Every 
barber in Pennsylvania, in order to 
continue operating at his trade, must 
have a state license, starting today, 
January 1. 
The barber’s license 
law, passed by the legislature last 
spring after similar bills had been 
defeated in previous years, is how 
in effect. 
The Department of Public Instruc­ 
tion will supervise the business of 
barbering, but no separate exam­ 
ining board is created by the law. 
All barbers conducting shops are 
required by the law to file state­ 
ments with the department giving 
their experience, place of business 
and other data required in making 
application lor a license. 
This 
statement must be accompanied by 
a physician's certificate showing the 
applicant is free from disease. 
A fee of *2 is charged and the 
annual renewal fee is the same 
amount. For barbers entering busi­ 
ness after January 1, the applica­ 
tion fee is $5. The fee for appren­ 
tices is $1. 
Applicants for licenses In the fu­ 
ture must show that they either 
have studied the trade for two 
years under a competent barber or 
attended a barber school for that 
period or have worked fpr two years 
at the trade m another state. 
The Department of Public In­ 
struction will conduct examinations 
for applicants who desire to enter 
the profession in Pennsylvania after 
the barbers now in business have 
been licensed. 
They will be held 
the first Tuesdays of March, June, 
September and December. The ex­ 
aminations will be held In Phila­ 
delphia, Pittsburgh, Scranton, Har-

For the first time in many years 
Lawrence county 
went 
through 
1931 without a murder. In 1930 there 
were five homicide cases axkl in 1929 
there were eight, in which charges 
of muFdcr were brought 
Usually 
there are around half a doa*n or 
more homicides every year. 
It is 
therefore a notable cmnmentary on 
the peace and good cffdcr of 
the 
community, when 
a 
whole 
year 
elapses without a murder. 
W ith the new law prohibiting the 
carrying of firearms hi effect, a ma­ 
terial decrease in homicide 
cases 
may logically be expected. 
Very 
often murders have been committed 
because a fire arm was carried or 
happen^ to be handy when an ar- 
gumetn started. 
The new 
law, 
however, probably did not have any 
effect the past year, as it was not 
put into f(M*ce until recently. 
TTiere was one alleged manslaugh­ 
ter case during the past year, 
in 
which the person charged with the 
crime claimed it was accidental. His 
contention was s’istaincd by a jury 
which brought hi a verdict of not 
guilty. 
There were also two charges of 
involuntary manslaughter, growing 
out of automobile accidents, but no 
convicticms were obtained.

Hottest Year In Long 
Time Record Of 1931

W ASHINGTO N. Jan. 1.—The fel­ 
low who kept repeating through 
most of 1931, “ Gosh, It's hot , reailj 
had something to taUx about. 
O fficial records of the weather bu­ 
reau show the year now closing us 
the warmest on tec&td for nearly 
every state. 
While generally there was an ex­ 
cess of high temperatures, there also 
was a noticeable lack of disturbing 
and coitly weather phenomena, such 
as the widespread droughts of 1930, 
severe tropical storms and tCHTia- 
does and devastating floods. 
J. B. Kincer. meteorlogist, termed 
the excessive warmth the outstand­ 
ing feature of 1931. 


? 
The last comparable year was 1921. 
Kincer said today he believed 1931 
; to be the culmination of 12 years of 
warm weather dating back to the 
* unusually cold winter of 1917-1918. 
The excess of high temperatures 
over normal for the year was built 
i up in the months of January and 
February, June and Ju ly, Scptcm- 
* ber. October and November. 
The northern haU of the country 
was comparatively warmer than the 
southern half. 
Huron. S. D-. was relatively the 
hottest place in the country, taking 
the year as a whole. 
The accum­ 
ulated excess of temperature up to 
December 1 was 2181 degrees, or an
